Mr,  Mayor,  Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen , 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  of  Moss  ley  for  the  year  1957. 

The  report  contains  comments  on  the  vital  statistics,  and 
the  various  statistical  tables  have  been  standardised  and  placed 
together  in  the  report.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  of  1$  per 
1,000  related  live  births  compares  with  the  provisional  rate  of  23 
for  England  and  Wales, 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  low  during  the  year 
apart  from  measles,  which  was  exhibiting  its  biennial  incidence. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  occurred. 

In  your*  efforts  to  improve  the  health  of  the  people  you  are 
heavily  handicapped  by  the  old  and  ill-desi  ned  houses  in  which  many 
of  the  people  live.  During  the  year  throe  houses  have  been 
demolished  as  a  result  of  informal  action,  and  you  have  made  closing 
orders  under  the  Housing  nets  in  respect  of  44  houses  during  the 
early  stages  of  your  Slum  Clearance  programme. 

The  rate  of  conversion  of  pail  and  waste-water  closets  to 
water  closets  increased  considerably  during  the  year,  following 
your  decision  to  enforce  this  work  under  the  powers  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 


I  would  take  the  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support 
throughout  the  year,  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for 
their  assistance.

COMMENTS  ON  THE  VITAL  STATISTICS . 

The  principal  vital  statistics  for  the  year  3.957,  along  with  some 
comparative  statistics  for  previous  years,  are  shown  in  the  nine  tables 
which  are  grouped  together  later  in  the  report. 


TABLE  I a  -  shows  the  birth-rate,  death-rate,  still  birth-rate, 

maternal  mortality  rate  and  the  infant  mortality 
rate  for  1957  along  with  the  comparative  rates  for 
the  five  previous  years-,  while  in 


TABLE  II 


the  comparative  rates  back  to  1931  are  given. 
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The  birth-rate  of  16,6  per  1,000  population  compares  "with  last 
year’s  rate  of  15.1. 

The  adjusted  birth-rate  of  17.1  for  Mossley  and  the  adjusted 
death-rate  of  15.2  are  higher  than  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a  whole  (16,1  and  11 0 5  respectively). 


No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year. 


There  was  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  10  per  1,000  related 
live  births  compared  with  a  provisional  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
of  23 »  It  will  be  realised  that  when  numbers  are  small  considerable 
fluctuations  take  place  from  year  to  yean,  and  the  average  rate  over 
tiie  past  five  years  is  30  per  1,000  related  live  births.

We  have  thus  53  cases  of  repiratory  tuberculosis  on  our  register 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  51  of  these  cases  were  residing  at  home. 
Although  some  of  them  are  in  a  highly  infectious  state,  it  has  not 
always  been  possible  for  a  separate  bedroom  to  be  allocated  to  the 
patient.  The  re-housing  of  families  in  which  there  is  on  infectious 
case  of  respiratory  tuberculosis,  particularly  in  cases  where  the 
family  includes  young  children,  should  therefore  be  given  a  high 
degree  o^  priority.

In  TABLE  VII  the  cancer  deaths  are  analysed  according  to  sex  and 
the  site  at  which  the  growth  occurred,  and  this  analysis  is  compared 
with  that  for  the  previous  year. 

It  is  instructive  to  consider  also  the  ages  at  which  malignant 
growths  may  ca.use  death,  and  the  following  table  shows  that  cancer  is 
in  the  main  a  disease  of  the  middle-aged  and  elderly  although  it 
sometimes  occurs  in  younger  people.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  1957* 

DRAINAGE  ;»ND  SEWERAGE . 

42  new  houses  and  ten  existing  houses  have  been  connected  to  the 
public  sewers  during  the  year,  Private  drain  connections  are 
examined  prior  to  filling  in,  and  all  connections  to  the  public  sewers 
are  made  by  the  Corporation,  or  by  contractors  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Corporation. 

Approximately  1$5  houses  situated  mainly  in  outlying  parts  of  the 
Borough  are  not  connected  with  the  public  sewers, 

A  survey  of  the  Public  sewers  was  completed  during  the  year* 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES,  DISINFESTATION  ETC . 

Disinfections  have  been  carried  out  after  nine  cases  of  infectious 
disease.  Rooms  occupied  by  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis  are 
disinfected  in  cases  where  the  patients  are  removed  to  sanatoria  and 
in  cases  which  terminate  fatally. 

Disinfection  of  bedding  etc,,  is  carried  out  at  the  Corporation 
Depot,  Scout.  The  apparatus  consists  of  an  Alliott  &  Paton’s  Fatent 
High  Pressure  Steam  Disinfector. 

Householders  residing  within  the  district  are  supplied  with 
carbolic  disinfectant  for  domestic  use  free  of  charge.  The 
disinfectant  store  at  the  Town  Hall  is  open  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
afternoons  and  Saturday  mornings. 

Seven  privately-owned  houses  and  three  Corporation  houses  have 
been  disinfested  after  complaints- .-of  a  vermin.  The  method  employed  was 
to  spray  the  houses  thoroughly  with  "Vermicino"  and  to  follow  this  by 
sealing  up  and  fumigating  with  D.D.T.  Smoke  Generators,

PUBLIC  CLEANSING . 

There  are  3^31  moveable  ashbins  and  six  dry  ash  pits  in  use  within 
the  Borough.  In  the  greater  part  of  the  district  bins  are  emptied 
each  week  and  the  contents  removed  to  the  Corporation  tip  at  Little 
Mill.  Refuse  is  also  removed  from  a  part  of  the  Added  Micklehurst 
area,  the  premises  served  being  those  whose  owners  have  agreed  to 
meet  the  cost  of  collection*  The  remaining  premises  are  in  isolated 
situations  where  local  disposal  is  practicable.  Two  Karrier  Bantams 
are  employed  and  approximately  1,300  motor  loads  of  household  refuse 
are  dealt  with  each  year,  equivalent  to  about  50  tons  per  week.  A 
charge  is  made  for  the  use  of  the  tip  by  local  builders  etc. 

Under  Section  75  (3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  193&,  the  Council 
have  undertaken  from  the  20th  February,  1951 >  to  provide  bins  for 
household  refuse  at  an  annual  charge  which  is  now  fixed  at  five 
shillings  each.  The  number  of  bins  provided  under  this  arrangement 
is  now  1191.  23. 


SANITARY  ACCOMODATION  . 


There  are  2241  fresn  water  closets,  13  waste  water  closets  and 
1457  pail  closets.  The  number  of  houses  on  the  water  carriage  system 
is  1900.  There  is  a  weekly  collection  from  the  pail  closets,  and 
approximately  600  pails  are  removed  to  the  Corporation  Depot, 
cleaned  and  disinfected  each  week.  The  night  soil  is  tipped  into 
trenches  dug  in  the  Corporation  Tip  and  is  covered  immediately  with 
dry  inert  material. 

The  number  of  fresh  water  closets  has  increased  by  243* 

Under  Section  A7  (4)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  Council 
ha.vema.de  a  contribution  of  £3.  in  52  cases  in  which  a  fresh  water 
closet  has  been  substituted  for  a  pail  or  waste  water  closet.  The 
work  is  undertaken  voluntarily  by  owners,  and  679  new  water  closets 
have  been  provided  under  this  scheme  since  its  adoption  in  1945. 

It It  was  decided  in  November,  1956,  to  proceed  with  a  scheme 
for  the  compulsory  conversion  of  pail  and  wastewater  closets,  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  47  (l)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

113  W,C, ss  have  been  provided  in  replacement  of  71  pail  closets 
and  19  waste  water  closets  during  the  year. 


In  cases  where  closet  accommodation  was  shared  between  two  or 
more  houses,  additional  closets  have  been  installed  so  that  each 
house  has  its  own  VAC  •  It  has  been  found  necessary  in  most  cases 
to  reconstruct  the  drainage  and  in  some  cases  the  water  supply  has 
also  been  relaid.  At  the  end  of  the  year  action  had  been  commenced 
in  respect  of  a  further  <35  houses, 

FOOD  POISONING. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year, 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS)  ACT. 

The  issuing  of  movement  licences  and  inspections  arising  out  of 
the  movements  of  animals  under  licence  are  dealt  with  by  the  Police 
who,  when  necessary,  call  in  on  behalf  of  the  Council  a  qualified 
veterinary  surgeon  for  examination  of  contacts  of  notifiable  diseases 
of  animals. 


A  suspected  case  of  Anthrax  was  reported  in  January,  but  the 
animal  (a  two-year-old  Heifer)  was  subsequently  certified  to  be  not 
affected  with  Anthrax.

RENT  ,.CT ,  1957. 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  6th  July,  1957.  22  applications 

for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received  and  considered  up  to  the 
year  end.  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  issued  in  four  cases,  and 
landlords'  undertakings  were  given  in  16  cases.  In  the  remaining  two 
cases,  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  issued  after  the  end  of  the 
year. 


SLUM  CLEARANCE. 

2 R  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year  in  the  course  of  the 
first  stage  of  the  Slum  Clearance  Scheme.  These  dwellings  were  all 
one-person  flats.  The  houses  vacated  by  the  displaced  persons 
have  been  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts,  and  Closing  Orders  have 
been  made  in  all  cases. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

There  are  27  factory  chimneys  in  the  district,  and  23  observations 
have  been  taken  during  the  year. 

In  addition,  factory  owners  have  been  visited  and  the  provisions 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  explained  to  them.  It  is  found  that  the 
owners  are  quite  willing  to  reduce  the  emission  of  dark  smoke  where 
this  can  be  done  without  impairing  the  efficiency  of  the  boilers. 

Firing  by  hand  is  still  the  general  practice. 

There  are  no  proposals  for  the  establishment  of  smoke  control 
areas  within  the  district. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional 
Smoke  Abatement  Committee 1 s  Joint  Scheme  No,  2.  for  the  investigation 
of  atmospheric  pollution.  Two  lead  peroxide  instruments  are 
installed,  one  at  the  Town  Hall  and  one  at  Lower  Hey  Farm,  and  the 
resulsts  obtained  are  given  below :-

SEWAGE  WORKS . 

The  official  opening  of  the  reconstructed  sewage  works  took 
place  in  April,  although  the  works  wen..  put  into  operation  some 
six  months  previously.  The  works  are  situated  at  Weir  MU  and 
Blackrock,  alongside  the  Rivur  Tame  and  are  designed  to  treat  six 
times  the  dry  weather  flow  of  500,000  gallons  per  day*  The 
sewage  is  passed  through  a  screen  and  treatment  continues  through 
detritus  tanks,  sedimentation  tanks,  percolating  filters  and  humus 
tanks.  Sludge  is  pumped  to  digestion  tanks  and  lagoons  are 
provided  for  drying  the  surplus  sludge. 

A  flow  recorder  and  a  rain  gauge  have  been  installed. 


Samples  of  final  effluent  have  shown  a  steady  improvement 
during  the  year .  On  analysis  of  a  sample  taken  in  October  the 
figure  for  suspended  matter  was  3.4  parts  per  100,000  against  the 
Royal  Commission  Standard  of  3*0. 


PETROLEUM  ACTS  AND  EXPLOSIVES, 

23  licences  have  been  granted  for  the  storage  of  a  maximum 
aggregate  quantity  of  26,000  gallons  of  petroleum  spirit.  Two 
licences  have  been  granted  for  the  storage  of  mixed  explosives  at 
stone  quarries.  21  premises  are  registered  for  the  storage  and 
sale  of  mixed  explosives  (fireworks). 

No  breaches  of  the  regulations  have  been  found,
